"Secretary of War, Washington: 


During the rainy season, little inland 
-campaigning is possible in Luzon. 


We occupy a large portion of 
the 


'Tagalog, and country lines are stretch- 
ing from Imus south to San Furnando 
-and north nearly sixty miles and to the 
-eastward into Laguna Pprovince. 


The insurgent armies suffered great 


losses, anil are scattered. 


The only large force held together 


was about four 
thousand 
in Tarlas 


•Provii.ce and northern Papanga. 


A scattered force in bands of fifty to 


one hundred are in other portions of 
.Luzon. 


The mass of the people are terrorized 


^>y the insurgent 
soldiers and desire 


jpeace and American protection. 


They no longer flee on the 
approach 


•of our troops unless forced to do so by 
;the insurgents.

There have been no recent burning of 


towns and the population within our 
line is dense. They are cultivating land

The only hope of the insurgent lead- 
ers is United States aid. 


They proclaim the near overthrow of 


'the present administration, to be fol 
lowed by their independence and their 
Recognition by the United States. This 
is the influence which enables them to 
hold out. .

Gen. Miles has applied to be sent to 
Manila, and Gen. Miles would not wish 
to take any action to disgrace Gen.

this station it is evident that man 
farmers have been victimized by see 
dealers, who have unwittingly furnishei 
!bird seed rape instead of Dwarf Esse 
rape for forage purposes. 


Farmers raising rape for forage, sow 


the Dwarf Essex variety. 
This plan 


bears a thin, short stalk with large sue 
cullent leaves, which resemble in ap 
pearance and taste the leaves of theruta 
baga turnip. The plant grows abou 
three feet high on good soil, with leave 
spreading about tho same distance. 


Bird seed rape is a smaller plant witi 


a slim, tough stalk, bearing a few smai 
leaves which are hairy on top, and yel 
low blossoms appear a few weeks a'fte 
seeding. The bird seed variety resem 
bles the wild mustard, plant when in

No 
one race can build up a strong and flex- 
ible language. The Englitih is the best 
for it'is a composite of all the others. 
And this is the way the worjd must find 
a, consistent and rational faith. 
It must 


come from all points of the compass. It 
will grow as architecture and language 
and governments grow, by combinations 
and modifications of that which is truest 
and best. 


No religion is all true. None are all 


false. All religions represeent both truth 
and error. Therefore all may contribute 
some truth. 


Everybody is religious, and if 
he 


thinks, will have a religion in form. Man 
is organized that way. 
But there is 


misunderstanding and misrepresentation 
both ignorant and vicious. The relig- 
ious have been combatting each other at 
long range, and in the din of battle ac- 
tual friends have been mistaken for sup- 
posed enemies. Men need no other illu 
minution than that which would come 
when advocates of various faiths shall 
talk to each other instead of about each 
other, and devote a little more time in 
.defining the principles they are contend- 
ing for. The best reconciler of conflict- 
ing religions is Webster's unabridged 
dictionary. Definitions between equally 
intelligent men will generally end their 
disputes. 
If religious people would 


study the meaning of the words they 
often thoughtlessly use, and cast .out ab 
solute theological 
terms 
and 
cant 


phrases, we would find a wonderful har- 
mony.

If men were truth seekers instead ol 


defenders of sacred institutions, they 
would find themselves singing the same 
song. The current religion has been 
hampered 
by

dard" as applied to essential 
Chris- 


tianity. 
There 
are 
two ways 
o: 


defining what is essential in a Christian 
man. 


The one is a forta of thought—a set 


of .ideas about religion. 
The other is 


life, a character. 
The one determines 


your standing as a church member— 
the other your standing as a man. 
One 


is dogmatic, the other practical. The 
one asks: "'What do yon believe about 
God, anal Jesus and the Bible and bup- 
tism and the world to come?" The other 
asks: "What are you in spirit and pur- 
pose today and how aro you dealing 
with the present world?" Ths one in- 
quires: "Have you prayed today and 
made your peace with God?" 
Ths 


other, "Have you paid your honest bills 
today, and made your peace withman?" 
Are you ready to die," 
says the one. 


"Are you ready to live," says the other. 
These are the two wings of an essential 
religious character and your type of 
religion will depend on where you place 
the emphysis. 


Jesus stands for faith, hope anc! love, 


and these are not sectarian qualities. 
It 


is not the name we hear, nor where nor 
how we worship, but are we Christians 
of the Christ ideal? There is .no time 
for strife or bitterness, and very soon 
there will be no neod. 
We shall reach a 


common level in a little while and an 
equal knowledge of the inaffable one. In 
the silent city there is social and relig- 
ious democracy.

ment is by no means new, its develop- 
meat during the lost two or three years 
has been most rapid and interesting 
In many parts of .the south and west 
this scheme of circulating good books 
m districts which are remote from pub- 
lic, libraries and bookstores is now be- 
'ug operated with great success. 


The traveling library system of Geov- 


gia is a type. It was organized by Mrs 
Eugene B. Heard, who is also president 
of the Seaboard Air Line Village. Im- 
provement association. 
At a recent 


meeting of the American Library as- 
sociation in Atlanta Mrs. Heard made 
an interesting report of hof work. 


She began in a small way at her own 


home in Rose Hill, ijfidcllcton .county. 
There were very few books in the vil- 
lage besides 
those owned by Mrs. 


Heard. She wished that more of her 
neighbors would read. She began by 
lending her own volumes. 


From various sources she increased 


her stock and niade plans' for a wider 
and more systematic distribution of 
books. 
She put the books into small 


Jots of 15 or 20 volumes each: These, 
she packed in neat boxes, suitably la- 
beled, and found means of sending 
them to persons in nearby villages. 
When all the books had been read, the 
case was returned and another'one 
sent in its place. 


Since then the impetus given to her 


effort by the free transportation grant- 
ed by express companies and railroads 
lias enabled her to send the boxes in 
all directions. Quantities of books have 
been given, and the rooms at Rose Hill 
which were used as a distributing 
headquarters, 'are now overcrowded 


The village of Middletou is now con- 


sidering the erection of a building es- 
pecially designed for a library, and it 
s proposed to provide an assistant for 
Mrs. Heard, who Is devoting herself, 
without recompense of any material 
kind, to this work. 


"I am glad to do it," she says. "Be- 


forB I went into this work I felt that 
there were books too precious to be 
handled, that many of mine were too 
good to be lent to anybody. Now I 
know that nothing is too good for the 
.poorest reader, and I never send out a 
box that I do not try to put in some of 
my choicest volumes." 


Mrs. Heard was for throe years 


chairman of the library committee of 
the Georgia State Federation of Wom- 
an s Clubs. She was one of five library 
commissioners of the state, appointed 
by Governor Atkinson. .It was through

TOBACCO PLANTS 


MAY BE MORTGAGED 


JUDGE FIFIELD RENDERS HIS 


DECISION. 


Attorney Henry S. Sloan Wins a Most 


Important Legal Complication—Of 
Special Interest to All Growers of 
Leaf Tobacco—Case May Be Car- 
ried to Supreme Court. 


Municipal Judge Fifield rendered n 


decision in the case of Archie Eeid 
against J. E 
Shook, Conway Bros 


gurnishee, and E. H. Smith, impleaded 
today finding in favor of E. H. . Smith. 


This decision was awaited with much 


interest as it passes on a most import- 
ant legal point allowing farmers to 
mortgage their tobacco plants prior to 
transplanting. 


On June 4, 1898, J. E. Shook execut- 


ed a chattle mortgage on his six beds of 
tobacco plants in the town of Center to 
E. H. Smith. 


After these same plants had 
been 


transplanted Shook again executed a 
mortgage on seven acres of tobacco to 
Archie Eeid the tobacco in question be- 
ing the same plants involved in the first 
mortgage. 


After this same tobacco had cone 


through the shed.Shobk sold it to Con- 
way Bros. 


Archie Eeid then guarnisheed Con- 


way Bros, for the amount of his in- 
debtedness. 


Conway Bros, then paid the money 


into the court and then answered that 
E. H. Smith claimed the same under 
the mortgage executed by Shook to 
Smith on tho tobacco plants. 


The court hns now held that the 


mortgage 
from Shook to Smith was 


valid and that Smith was entitled tothe 
money from the sale of the matured 
crop. 
. Attorney Harry S. Sloan appearedin 
behalf of Mr. Smith, while Sutherland & 
:solan looked, after Archie Reid's inter- 
ests.

FARMERS RECEIVE 


THEIR MAIL DAILY 


LOCAL PARTIES INAUGURATE A 


NEW MOVE. 


Daily Route Will Be From Janesville 


to Smithton and Return— Farmers 
Are Pleased With the Idea-and 
Many Have Already Entered the 
Plan. 


Farmers residing between Janesville 


and Smithton. on the Emerald Grove and 
Fairfleld road, will receive delivered 
daily mail once a day after Saturday, 
July 1. 


O. H. Smith, of this city, has been 


awarded the government mail carrying 
contract between this city and Smithton 
and the plan of delivering mail to the 
many farmers along the way 'is a move 
entirely hie own and for which he re- 
ceives his pay from the farmers. 


Mr. Smith's plan is to charpe one dol- 


lar and forty cents a year which is mod- 


. erate for the accommodation given. 


His intention is to visit farmers along 


his direct route so that it will not inter- 
fere with his government contract,which 
is regulated by time at both ends of the 
route. 
' .'• • 


The daily mail plan is one that Rock 


county farmers have been trying to 
solve for some time and they ' still hope 
to see the day when the government 
will take their cause in hand. 


, 
Henry Casson, special agent of 
the 


postoffice department for the investiga- 
tion of the-experiments in rural free de- 
livery', has been in Viroqua this week 
•looking over the three routes which Rep- 
resentative Babcock has recommended to 
the department to be established in Ver- 
Don county. Mr. Casson has found what 
fie.considers three very desirable routes, 
which will supply a population of ap- 
proximately 2,000 people, and will rec 
om^qend the establishment of the service 
to take effect July 10. 


If the department approves of his 


recommendation and the set-vice is? estab- 
lished, carriers will leave Yiroqua after 
the arrival of the morning train, deliv- 
ering the mail to each of the' farmers 
who may desire it. and prnthering the 
return mail, returning to the postoffice 
in time for outgoing train in the even- 
ing. 
In addition to supplying mail to 


the farmers, carrier's will sell postage 
stamps, and will be permittpd to carry 
packages, express and passengers, if 
they so desire. Farmers will be required 


. to place their mail boxes at the road in 
a convenient place for the carrier to de- 
posit their mail.
